A Burmah correspondent suys the Mandalay 
ustrologers maintain thatin order te remove 
evilinfluences a great pronitiatory sacrifice 
is requisite. Victims will be taken from all 
ranks tothe number of 400. Priests will con- 
tribuge 100. The remainder will be men, 
women andchildren. Manv arrests have been 
made to secure a suflicient number for victims 
to be selected from the priests, who have here- 
totore enjoyed immunity from sacrifice and 
who are quitting Mandalay in great numbers.

An Animated Caucus Over the Ke)loeg Case

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 1@G.—An order has 
been issued that all lights on rnortbern and 
northwestern lakes and adjacent navigable 
waters be exhibited from sunset to sunrise at 
all seasons when vessels can enter pores or are 
navigating in their vicinity, and ordering¢has 
all buoys in lakes and adjacent waters be kept 
in position as long as possiPle in the fall with-

Mr. Geo. T. Hulse Deposes as te the 
Tinkling Bells. 


How the Chimes Disturb Him—A Rather 
Quiet Examination. 


The fight over the Pilgrim chimes still con- 
tinues. Dr. Leete’s deposition was concluded 
yesterday, and to-day Mr. George 
T. Hulse, the other plaintiff, wae 
summoned betore Notary Cowan, 
in the office of Messrs. Fisher & Rowell, attor- 
neys for the Pilgrim Congregational 
Society, on behalt of the de- 
fendants. Dr. Leete was presert 


curing the proceedings and was an attentive 
listener. Mr. E. Allen represented the 
plaintiffs, Messrs. Leete and Hulse. Mr. Fish- 
er conducted the examination. 

Mr. George T. Hulse was sworn, and de- 
posed as follows: I am 69 years ofage and re- 


yide on Washington avenue; am out 
ot business at present; was formerly 
cashier of the Mechanics’ Bank; 


I quitg that position on the 3d o€ last July; 
am a plaintiff in this case. Witness declined 
to answer whetber he had madeéany arrange- 
ment with Dr. Leete respecting the costs and 
damages inthis case; whether he had any 
arlargewent about the costs; whether in case 
pie plaintiffs where beaten who was to pay the 
costs. 

Mr Fisber—You understand, Mr. Hulse, that 
we insist upon an answer to these questions. 

Mr. Hulse—I do and still decline to an- 
swer. 

Mr. Hulse declined to answer who employed 
counsel to prosecute this case, Dr. Leete or 
himeselt,or both jointly :whether the co- plaintiff 
bad agreed with liim to pay all costs and ex- 
penses of this sort on the part of plaintiffs; 
whether witness did notdecliae te joinin this 
suit until Dr. Leete agreed to puy the costs 
and expenses of it. 

Mr. Fisher—Why doyou decline to answer 
these questions. 

Mr. Hulse—By the advice of my attorney. 

Mr. Fisher—Is there any other reason? A.— 
That is my reason. 

Mr. Hulse then deposed that there were sev- 
enin his family besides servants, himseit and 
wite, his son, wife andchild, Mr. C. 5, Warner 
and Wm. R. Barnhart, the former a nephewof 
his wite, the latter no relation. Had twoser- 
Vapts, one named Mary and the other hedid 
not remenber. 

Q.—Mr. Hulse, will you state how these bells 
disturb you? Explain it. A.—They interfere 
with my sieep and rest, interrupt conversa 
tion, und disturb the peace and quiet of my

Witness meant that he was disturbed at some 
hours on one nightand at different nours on 
another might; did not meantosay he was 
disturbed every night—at least suflicient to 
uwake bim; he would be disturbed at any 
time.

@>t eusily disturbed by the crying of babies or 
: rattling of cars or wagons on the street. 

J.—Did you ever have your son’s baby sent 
out of the room because it disturbed you? A, 
—-Not to my recollection; [think not. 

(.—Did you ever tell any one, Mr. IIulse, 
that between those bells and your son’s baby 
yon were almost distracted’? A.—Never. 

().—Are you not ofa nervous temperament, 
Mr. Hulse? A.—lam pot phiegmatic; 1 pre- 
suine I belgng to the nervous class. 

().—Are Wu not uvery vervous person? A.— 
I con’tthink 1 am. 

q).—Are you irmtable? A.—When I am im- 
posed upon by an invasion ol my rights.

Wr. Hulse Ceposed furtherthat he was not 
moire evsily disturbed than other men; could 
not stute Low otten he is disturbed in the day- 
time by the beils; when fatigued or feeling un- 
well he trequentiy luv downin the daytime. 
Wus disturveua by both the striking of the 
quarters and the hours in the daytime. 

().—Do you think the clock ought to be 
stopped se us to not play the quarters 
or strike the hours in the daytime? 
A.—I think all the noise of the clock Ought to 
be abated or stopped. 

().—You are not willing that the clock should 
Piey the quarters and strike the hours through 
the Cay or strike the hours through the nizht, 
then?’

Mr. Huise continued: I thoughtit was no 
agvantage to the people of the neighborhood 
for the ciock to strike the hours and indicate 
the time; thought it wholly unnecessary.

The coming season ‘ton the road”? promises 
to eclipse any previous oneiu the beauty and 
extent of the evening turnouts upon the 
western drives.

Ice to Cost Ten Dollars a Ton at Least in 
This City Next Summer. | 
-_ HTH _____— 
And Still It Will Be Cheaper in St. Louis 
Than in Any Other Large 
City in the Union. 


‘ 


Considerable interest is manifested this 
year in theice crop all over the country, and 
especially inSt. Louis and in the South and 
Southwest, which are dependent on this mar- 
ket for their supply. The unusual mildness 
of the past winter in and about this city has 
kept the river in front of the city andthe large 
sheets of water in Kast St. Louis, from which 
the St. Louis supply and all the ice handled 
flere is obtained, with the exception of afew 
thousand tons, almost totally clear, necessi- 
tating dealers to bring cargoes from the North 
at double the expense usually attendant upon 


securing asupply at home. There was no 
harvest to speak of about the city. Some of 
the ponds froze over, but were melted in 
nearly every case before a crowd of men were 
set about storing the ice up.. 

At the large lake just south of the eastern 
Bridge approach, extending south a distance 

f half a mile, on the border of which the 
argest St. Louis ice firm has three spacious 
houses, and from which immense crops are 
generally harvested. this year there was 
scarcely any cut. On the body of water on 
the north of the eastern bridge approach, 
East St. Louis, Heim’s- Brewery Company 
harvested a medium good crop of rather in- 
ferior ice. On the different ponds about St. 
Louis small crops were secured, but in all not 
over 7,000 tons were barvested from within a 
radius of three miles of thisecity. These facts 
being evident, consumers are considerably ex- 
ercised over the prospect of paying high prices 
for the cooling crystals during the comiag 
heated months. That the ice crop 
this year opeing a failure is no 
story put in circulation by ice dealers 
for the purpose of raising the price of the ice 
is very evident to every ove and will become 
very much more so in the course ofa few 
mouths, wher consumers 
WILL HAVE TO PAY 

three-fourths of a centa pound for the lux- 
ury. This outlook 1s anything but pleasant, 
for nine-tenths of the private consumers look 
upon ice as more of an absolute necessity 
during the warm summer months than a lux- 
ury. While with business men and wholesale 
consumers, With whom its use is not a matter 
of choice, a small harvest means large ex- 
penses and small profit. This vear more 
money will be invested in the ice business 
than has been for some vears past, owlag to 
the fact that it must be brought here from 
great distances. The business has assumed 
immense proportions. The value ofthe crop 
comipg into St. Louis for consumption 
inthe city and immediate vicinity and for 
the markets depending upon this. will be 
something in the neighborhood of $3,250,000 
to $3,500,U00. 

To learn something as to where the supply 
of ice for the coming summer was being ship- 
ped from and the outlook concerning the price, 
a reporter called on Mr. James Smith, Jr., of 
the largetirm of James A. Smith & Son, who 
handle cne-fourth of the crop brought into 
St. Louis. In response to an inquiry concern- 
ing the proportions of the crop harvested in 
this vicinity during the winter, he said: 

‘*[t has been very small andIdo not esti- 
mate that all togetber more than 7,000 tons 
were gathered in this vicinity.”’ 

‘*‘During usual winters where do we draw 
our supply from?’ 

“Krom the river right in front of the citv, 
East St. Louis and ponds about town we get 
nearly all the ice consumed here.’’ 

‘*W hat amount do vou estimate is consumed 
aod handled in this market?” 

‘*Well, from 350,000 to 390,000 tons come 
intothis market, and something over two- 

*thirds of it is consumed in this city. The re- 
maining third goes through the citv to other 
places.’’ : 

‘‘About how many companies are now sup- 
plving St. Louis and cities dependent there- 
on 49? 

“There are seven or eight—the Mississippi 
Ice Company, Huse, Loomis & Co., Louis Ba- 
der, John Lowry, 8. M. Hickey, James Kava- 
naugh and ourselves. The breweries have 
their own houses.”’ 

‘*In cold winters is the 350,000 tons con- 
sumed and bandled in St. Louis cut from the 
river and ponds aboutthe city?” 

‘*No; there is always some lake ice trans- 
ported, but nearly all of it is cut in this vicin- 
ity when theice is on the river and sheets of 
water about here.”’ 

‘‘Where will this 
from ?’’ 

‘*Principallyfrom up the Mississippi and 
along the Illinois river from Quincy.”’ 

‘*How much has been brought here already 
of what will be consumed?’’ 

* About 150,000 tons have reached St. Louis 
already. Weare receiving ten, tweive and 
fourteen cars daily. The Mississippi company 
is getting its ice from Peoria and Illinois 
River.” 

**What is ice — at present?” 

‘Now it is bringiig $8 a ton, but 

IT WILL RAISE TO $10 BY SUMMER, 
as the supply begins torun out. Last year it 
was 4 a ton, and this year it will be 
at least $10 a ton, and still St. Louis 
consumers are furnished with ice cheaper 
than the inhabitants of any other large city in 
the Union.”’ 

‘“Have the St. Louis 
tion?’ 

‘*No. We are not like Chicago ard Cincin- 
nati and several Eastern cities in that respect. 
We have no association or union whatever. 
Each man tries to sell his ice at as low a figure 
as he possibly can, with a small profit. A 
dealer does not calculate to make more than 
$ 4 on a car load, which is now about eleven 
tons. 

**Had any of the dealers any ice in their St. 
Louis houses from last season ?’’ : 

**No; none of them had any. We had about 
5,000 tons left and the other cumpanies had 
about the same amount between them.’’ 

“Can you estimate the private consump- 
tion ?”? 

‘*No, there is no way of reaching those fig- 
ures. About 250,000 to 300,000 tons are consum- 
ed in this city. There are several large con- 
sumers that are furnished ice by dealers. I 
suppose this year the Beef Canning Company 
will require 30,000 or 35,000 tons alone. N. 
B. Fairbanks, lard and oil, will use about 
6,000. The trade opensabout April 1, and 
continues until January 1, dropping oif great- 
ly, however, just after fairtime in October. 
This drop is caused by retail customers quit- 
ting. Manydo not beginto use until they 
have to, while others drink ice-water every 
day inthe year. ‘This year the price will, 
of course, be considerably higher than last, 
and still St. Louisans wisi’ fet ice at much 
lower rates than the inhabitants of any other 
large city inthe Union. Now ice costs, in car 
lots, $8 a ton in St. Louis. In Chicago to-day 
if costs $9, and: in Cincinnati it is bringing

FIX THE PRICES TO SUIT THEMSELVES, 
regardless of cost, while in St. Louis the deal- 
ers sell it as low.as they possibly can. Chica- 

o gets her supplyfrom Green Bay, Geneva 
Lake and Oshkosh. Cincinnati is supplied 
from Canada, nearly all the ice they use com- 
ing from Montreal. If it were not for the 
fear of leaving ourselves without enough be- 
fore the close of the season we would ship ice 
to Chicago and Cincinnati from our houses, 
from which we are filling St. Louis, supplied 
ata figure just a little below wimt the Chica- 
go and Cincinnati dealers are getting, say to 
Chicago for $8 50 ana to Cincinnati for $10 or 
$10 50. It could be doneand the unions 
would very readily buy up a hundred cars or 
more at these prices,so as to sustain their own 
scale of prices. This was contemplated, espe- 
cially for Cincinnati. But no ular 
business of this kind can be established, for, 
should the Cincinnati men find ontside men 
coming in to deal a 
er the price and

the associations. What gives 
advantage over these cities is that in the be- 
canine of the season, when we do not know 
what the crop will amount to here, we send 
our barges up the river, and this year we 
have a — deal of ice in our houses up the 
Mississ pp and along the Illinois which can 
be brought here in barges, which is a much 
cheaper mode of reneportation than .by 
rail.” Mr. §. Hickey, another large 
dealer, was questioned on the outlook 
and, with the exception of the fact that he 
differed with Mr. Smith on the importance of 
the business, being inclined to place the 
amount consumed and handled here ata fig- 
ure somewhat lower than that gentleman, he 
agreed with him as to all the facts. Tnere 
is no likelihood ofthere being a famine this 
year, but consumers will certainly have to pay 
three times as much for ice next midsummer 
as they did last. Deulers say that $10 per ton 
is the minimum figure at which ice will be 
sold during “the hested term,” and that it m ly 
bring a much higher figure. At aay rate, ice 
will be seventy-five cents per hundred instead 
of twenty-five cents, as it was last, with ex- 
cellent chances of rising much higher before 
the hot months are over.

Wild and Weird Seenery of the *‘Devil’s 
Bathing Pool.’’ 


The mountains of Missouri have few of the 
characteristics that are associated with ranges 
like the Rocky Mountains or the Andes. Be- 
ing more than hills they are probably called 
mountains because of the lack of a distinc- 
tive, convenient word to express their true 
condition as midway between the ordinary 
hills of the country and mountains in all their 
vastness and grandeur. 

The Ozark Range, as Missouri’s mountains 
are called, may be considered an offshoot 


of the Cumberland Mountains of Kentucky 
It crosses the Ohio River. at Golconda, and 
thence, westward, enters Missouri, it may be 
said, at Grand Tower, or the Devil’s Tea- 
table. Once in this State, its elevation is 
greatly increased and its width vastly enlarg- 
ed. Itbreaksintoabrupt ridges, cut by water- 
courses and furrowed by disiategrating frosts. 
These ridges at first are narrow, irregular and 
precipitous, seeming tobe governed by no 
law of formation. They abound ia_iso- 
Jated hills, like Pilet ob, Iron Moun- 
tain, Shepherd’s Mountain and many others, 
that stand out in bold relief sgainst the hori- 
zop, and from whose summits are afforded 
views of landscapes of enchanting loveliness. 
FOLLOWING THE OZARKS 

westward we find the range almost severed in 
two by the Gesconade Kiver from tke north 
andthe Current Riverfrom the south, the 
headwaters of each rising far beyond and al- 
most intermingled with those of the other. 
The intervening divides are rough and precip- 
itious, and often rise tothe height of 1,500 or 
2,000 feet above the sea. 

Thence westward the range broadens out, 
and the bighest altitudes exhibit broad ex- 
panses of prairie and timber. fter passing 
the longitude of Greene county toe Ozarks 
become gradually lower and lower, until pass- 
ing into Kansas they are no longer called 
mountains, and the ordinary observer seem: 
not to think that their course van be traced 
westward between the Arkansas and Kaw 
Rivers, gradually rising again, and as they 
reach the line of Colorado they exoand into 
broad table-lands and culminate in the grand 
elevation of that well known landmark, Pike’s 
Peak. 

THE NATURAL CURIOSITIES 

of this vast region are numerous and wonder- 
ful. One might well suppose that in a moun- 
tainous range of such width and length Na- 
ture would display a series of surprises and 
formations that would fill the beholder with 
awe abd admiration. Few, con.paratively, of 
these wonderful displays of power, or of ac- 
cident, of the wearing force of the elements of 
frost and heat and moisture, are as yet 
kpown. 

Inthe southern part of Webster county 
there is asmall lake that gces by the eupho- 
nious name of the Devil’s Den. It is situated 
onthe top of a hill, and covers an area 
of about two acres. The summit of. the 
hill seems hollowed out and lined with a wall 
of jimestone one hundred feet in depth to the 
surface of the water. This wall is perpea- 
dicular, and encloses the lake on all sides but 
one, Where aslight break is made for a dep‘h 
of sixty feet. ‘The remaining forty feet have 
bien covered with adders, and adventurous 
pirsens have sought to explore the mysteri- 
ous Waters, No hiving thing has been dis- 
covered in them. No blade of grass nor 
shrub. nor sprig of moss can be found in the 
sm< oth rock that surrounds the dark waters. 
Some cedar logs float undecaying 
in luke, but 1oO cedar 
grows within a score of miles. 
A substance like sperm, that will burn likea 
eatdle, is gathered from the surface of the 
lake, which probably with the wild and

In the southwestern portion of Oregon 
ecunty 18 a grand fissure in the rocky earth 
which Indian tradition associates with the 
fal) of Lucifer from Heaven. The surface is 
a plateau comparatively level, and, without 
warnirg, the traveler suddenly comes upon 
the opening, which is 150 feet deep, fifty to 
100 feet wide, and three-fourths of a mile 
lorg. The aboriginal Miltons say that when 
the bad spirit was thrown from the battle- 
ments of the happy hunting grounds he 
wus Many moons in falling to the earth, and 
that be acyquired such a fearful momentum ino 
his descent that his fall caused this cavernous 
depression in the ground.

FANTASTIC AND WONDERFUL. 

The granite quarry—the product of which 
St. Louisis becoming acquainted with—is a 
solid mass of red granite rounding the topofa 
high hill. Itis, perhaps, 100 feet high, and 
covers near 200 acres, Scattered 
over the top of this mountain of stone are 
many huge boulders rounded and worn 
smooth, some of them a score of feet in height 
and weighing hundreds oftons. Resting on 
asmall base on the edge of the rock, they 
look like a man might set his shoulder againet 
them and send them crashing and thundering 
down the mountain’s side. The Shut Inisa 
diminutive canyon a few miles away. It 
piercesthe granite formation for a mile in 
length, is from 100 to 200 yards in width,while 
its walls ofrock rise sixty or more feet in 
height. Cascade Mountain supplies a small 
stream of water, which hasa ae so rwemyae tn 
fall of some 200 feet down to the bottom ofa 
narrow gorge. The foliage and vegetation at 
the ottom of this abyss wear a 
funereal blackness; higher up there ts 
a pleasant chungetoadark green, and near 
the top changes to the hue of summer. 

In a region of such diversity of surface the 
water privileges must necessarily be abun- 
dant. Thistableland is cut by deep and 
winding valleys of surpassing fertility, and 
broken into knobs and ridges covered with 
magnificent groves of timber or cropping out 
with valuable minerals. Springs of the pur- 
est water gueh from every hill side and bluff, 
These fountains are of all sizes, and from one 
end of the State to the other fill the valleys 
limpid streams, form the soure- 
es of navigable streams and in their 
ceaseless flow furnish comfort and the 
power for driving the manifold machinery of 
man. Some of these springs burst from the 
earth rivers in magnitude and steady flow. 
There are hundreds, each of whichis suffi- 
ciently large to drive mille and factories. Two 
of these must suffice for mention. Ong is 
known as Bryce’s Spring. and discharges 
waters into the Niapgua River. 

a width of 125 feet, and 
depth of two feet, with a flow of 11,000,000 
cubic feet a day—a volume that never varies, 
and a temperature that never freezes, 

other is in Howell county. It iseuesfrom a 
large cavernous opening, forty yards in cir- 
cumference, an boils up with 
a constant flow of about 12,000,000 
gallons of watera day. It has a temperature 
of about sixty degrees. The water contains 
so large an amount of carbonic acid that its 
surface is im a state of centinual effer- 
vescence.

THE LANDSCAPES 
presented to the eye at every turn of the road, 
or at every rod ef elevation are of the most 
pleasingcharacter. Now it is a narrow view, 
through a rift in the forest. ofa sunny valley 
far away; nextthe summit of some distant 
knobs rise before the vision, perhaps covered 
with green oaks and vines, or perhaps naked

A PosT-DISPATCH reporter was informed 
yesterday of a remarkable ease of aphasia, a 

disease which is of rare occurrence. Aphasia, 
which is the technical name of the disease, is 
a very hard thing to define. ‘‘Defectof ex- 
pression’’ may be taken as general definition. 
Loss of speech depends, in most eases, upon 
three causes: First, on disease or 
disturbance of the whole brain, where- 
by the perceptive powers aad 
intelligence are destroyed; secondly, upon 
paralysis of the parts employed in yoealiza- 
tion, and thirdly on a condition in which the 
patient appears to have forgotten his language 
or the use of words. The term aphasia is us- 
ually given to the last condition. A strict 


definition 1s avoided by saying that in aphasia 
physical expression of thought cannot be ren- 
dered intelligible; the voluntary power of 
using words which express ideas has gone; a 
portion of the brain is alwavs in fuil activity 
for the production of outward speech and 
this part is damaged. 

Aphasia is rarely met with and is a disease 
especially interesting tothe medical profes- 
sion. Dr. James Landers, of East St. Louis, 
in conversation with the reporter yesterday, 
earnestly mentioned that he had just come 
from attending a most remarkable cuse—one of 
aphasia—wher upon he was questioned as to 
details, and gave the fullowing interesting 
Statement: 

THE PATIENT WAS MARY BURTON, 

who is a domestic servant in the family 
of Mrs. William Grayson, of East St. Louis. 
She was twenty-four years of age. On the 
10th of February she went to bed perfectly 
well, but notrising at the usual hour, her 
100m was openeii,andshe was found paralyzed 
end speechiess. Dr. Landers was called in 
by Mr. Grayson to attend her. He found there 
was ho previous history of any illness what- 
ever. ‘*Mary Burion,” said Dr. Landers, 
**was a Well grown Woman, very pale, and 
with @ vacant expression of countenance. The 
rigbt arm and leg were completely paralyzed, 
the mouth slightly drawn up towards the 
left side when she used any muscular effort. 
She couid move her mouth well in eating and 
could use her larynx; there appeared -some 
jittie difficulty in protruding the tongue. 
There was also considerable loss of sensation 
in the arm and leg. Onspeakingto her she 
appeared to understand all that was said, but 
could bot answer a word. Her mouth moved 
and she uttered a senseless .jjabver. I put 
her on goud dict, tonic medicines, ete. 

‘*In about a fortnight’s time,’ continued 
the doctor, “ther general health was im- 
proved, although the paralytic symp- 
toms remained as before, and 
“then I was better enabled to test her knowl- 
edge of language. She appeared to under- 
stand written and spoken languave perfectly; 
she read books and the newspapers; she re-

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Curious Factsinthe Origin and History 
of Sign Painting, 


Just how old sign painting is would be hard 
to say. It is eertain, however, that commere 
cial signs are of comparatively recent origin. 
Ancient tombs, temples and publie buildings 
were full of inscriptions, but it was not usual 
for them to beara formal announcement of 
their names. Heraldry sprang up in the Mid- 
dle Ages, and so did the custom of using ban- 
ners for armies. The English had names on 
some of their business houses as 
early as the . year 1200. Chaucer 
bas’ his party of Canterbury tale-tellers to 
start on their journey from the Tabard Inn, 
in London, a favorite resort, 
certain kind of sign posted up in front of it. 
The Boar’s Head Inv, of London, isa name 
that bas been familiar almost ever since there 
was suchathing as English literature. The 
sign by which it was distinguished was 
simply a rude picture of a wild boar’s 
bead. The first commercial signs of 
London consisted of the plainest letters, and 
the disposition to keep up this ancient sim- 
plicity etill continues in the workl’s great me- 
iropolis. It remained for America to beat 
the whole world in the production of splendid 
commercial signs. In this country the mak- 
ing of them has become 

AN EXTENSIVE BUSINESS 

of itself, as well as an established art. Every- 
body has heard of the young man 
fiom the country who spent all 
his first day in the _ city looki 
atthesigns. Inreality the young men di 
not show bad taste. The signs over the doors 
of many offices and business houses in a large 
city are well worthy of admiration.

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MISTAKES IN THE MAILS. |

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Some of the Queer Blunders Revealed in 
the St. Louis Post-Office. 


Oddities of Misdirected Missives—Necessity for 
a Local Dead-Letter Office. 


The mail daily deposited in the St. Louis 
Post-office, for transportation to other cities 
and towns, contains alarge number of let- 
ters, circulars, postal cards, papers and 
packages which never reach their destina- 
tions, but are consigned to the Dead Letter 
Departmentat Washington. They are thus 
disposed of on account of imperfect address- 
es, exceeding the weight allowed by law, un- 
der postage and not being suitable as mail 
matter. Mistakes in any one of these particu- 
lars necessitate their trip to the Dead Letter 
Office at Washington, where they are opened 
and examined. If from the contents the 
writer or person mailing cam be ascertained the 
packages are returned for correction. If no 
such discovery is made, the articles are re- 
tained ana at proper intervale are destroyed. 
This method of correction is found by experi- 
enceto be very annoying at times on ac- 
count of the delay occasioned, and is 


especially the case when occurring in 
connection with a business correspondence. 
The hope is entertained that some provision 
will be made by the present Congress to remedy 
this defect in the postal regulations by author- 


izing the establishment of a local dead-letter | 


department at each of the larger offices, like 
St. Louis, New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Baltimore, Cincinnati and Chicago. 

THE MISTAKES. 

The greatest number of mistakes are made 
by misdirecting the letter or package intended 
for the mail, as giving a cily or town the 
wrong State or omitting the State entirelv. 
Over one bundred letterr, «circulars and postal 


cards are daily rceeived that have imperfect | 


addresses and are consequently held for cor- 
rection. In case the business 
name of the writer appears on such 
misdirected envelope, the local office is 
allowed to return it immediate!v for 
redirection. In ali other cases the epistles go 
direct to Washington, as the clerks, for 


obvious reasons, are not permitted to change |

AGRICULTURAL. 


Farm Notes. 


An exehange eays: It is impossible to con- 
vey to the reader an idea of the vast raluabie 
forests of fir, pine and cedar both in Oregon 
and Wtebington. Trees two hundred and 
two hundred and fifty feet high and six feetin 
diameter are never out of view; eight and ten 
feet in diameter and three hundred feet high 
are not uncommon, generally two-thirds bare 
of limbs. Fifty and sixty good timber trees 

ow on anacre as 2 rule, and yield seldom 

exs than three hundred thousand feet, and 
instances are on record of one million feet 
from an acre. No acre is worked for profit 
which eannot yield three bundred thousand 
feet at Jeast, and even this yield is rare. 


A mixture of kerosene and lard will remove 
lice if it is well # (oem It should be used all 
over the skin and brushed into the hair thor- 
oughly. It will be more effective if some sul- 
pbur is added toit. Take one pound of lard, 
one pint of kerosene oi] and four ounces of 
flowers of sulphur; rub these well together; 
smear some of it over a horse-brush, and 
brush the hcerse with it until the hair and the 
skin are ali touched; give the colts each one 
ounce of sulpbur daily, and as soon as the 
coats are brushed with the lard mixture cover 
with blankets. 


Th regard to,white Russianspring wheat, I 
would say that I have raised it for several 
years, and find it superior to other varieties 
in every respect. I tirst procured four pounds 
from Wisconsin; the tirst product was 38 
pounds, the second year it yielded at the rate 
of 32 bushels per acre, and I have since ob- 
tained good yields, always more than my 
neighbors with otber varieties. Its good 
qualities are, it is bald, the straw is stiff and 
bright, always standing up well, a good yield- 
er, and makes No. 1 flour. It has no ua 
qualities. M. E. M. 

It is said that barley is in more general use 
than any other grain and that it was the first 
grain cultivated for food. Barley is the fa- 
vorite crop to be followed by wheat, as it 1s 
harvested early and leaves the soil ia fine con- 
dition. It responds to the applications of 
commercial fertilizers more promptly than 
other crops. That this crop demaods a longer 
season for the yrowth and developement of a 
maximum yieldthan it has enjoyed in most 
paits of this State of late years is shown by the 
fact that on the shore of Lake Ontario,. where 
the temperature is lower and it ripens about 
two weeks later than twenty miles inland, the 
mo generally much greater, sometimes 

oubled. 


One of the most useful implements that can 
be used on the farm is thé field-roller. It 
crushes the clods, Jevels and smooths the 
ground and presses the earth firmly upon and 
around the seed, which causes them to sprout 
and grow much earlier. Of course the ground 
should be dry when the roller is used. In 
very dry weather a good rolling ef the ground 
will frequeatly cause seed to grow when oth- 
erwise they would not have germinated. 


It 1s suid that an extensive breeder of An- 
gora goats in Texas considers ita much more 
protitable business than sheep-raising. This 
person owns 1,119 goats. It costs $1,000 per 
annum to provide for them, and nis profits 
last year be estimates at $2,000. The meat is 
claimed to be better than mutton, and each 
goat vields about two pounds of hair annual- 
ly, which is worth 55 cents per pound in this 
country and 75 cents in England.

A Virginia stock-raiser writes that since he 


commenced the use of bells on his sheep he 
bas had none killed by dogs. They serve a 
double purpose—frighten otf the dogs and at- 
tract the attention of any one near at hand, as 
the sheep 1un if attacked by a strange dog. 
He averages one bell for three sheep, and says 
the cost is very small and their use effectual. 


Rye meal is believed by many bce-keepers 
to be the very best substitute for bee-bread 
when the latter is not in full supply. The 
meal should be put in shallow boxes or 
troughs near the apiary. A few pieces of 
empty comb put gm the meal would soon at- 
tract the attention of the bees to it. ‘This 
food causes ihe bees to send out larger and 
earlier swarms than those not similarly treat- 
ed. 


In some parts of Kansas farmers have sown 
flax and sprivg wheat 1on the same field. The 
profit isssid tojbe greater than when either 
is sown alone. 


Hired Help. 


A short time ago we called attention to the 
necessity of engaging skilled labor for tne farm. 
Men wLo have been trained to some trade are 
usually better farmers than those who are 
raised on the farm,—that is they do their work 
neater and better, having an eye to beauty as 
wellasto utility. The subject of hiring help 
was not exhausted in that letter, hence we 
give the following pertinent suggestion from 
the New England Farmer on the same subject: 

“Help for the season should be secured 
without further delay, unless one expects to 
do his own work. The best men are nearly al- 
ways engagedgarly; indeed, really first-class 
men are rarely out of work. If you have a good 
man now, don’t let him leave on account of a 
difference of adollar or two per month. A 
careless, thoughtless man will waste, in many 
ways, more than the difference in wages. 
There are differences in men that itis dif- 
ficultto figure out by a doll.rs-and-cents 
rule. Some men can’t drive througha gate 
without hitting both posts. One of the most 
valuable traits in the character of any man is 
the faculty of seeing and preventing an acci- 
dent before it happens. A great many men 
don’t seem to Know that a shovel was never 
made for pryipg stones out of holes; nor that 
crowbars and wagon-stukes are improper 
implementsjfor teaching obedeince on tue part 
of steers and colts. ’’

,peras; and the result isa stampede of rats aad 


mice. 

A correspondent at Keene, N. H., rec- 
otatoes as a remedy for diar- 
rheain cattle. He says that three pecks a day, 
fed warm, cured In two davs an ox of his that 
was badly affected in that way. 

Thoewho want somethbiag for hot, drv 
places, that will take fair care of themselves, 
must lock out for double portulacas. There are 
now double yellow, crimson, rose, white, 
striped, and other shades; and they come 
tolerably true from seed. 

The raising of ong bushels of wheat to the 
acre will remove from the land tifty-one 
pounds of ni n. twenty four pounds of 
phosphoric acid, and twenty-nine pounds of 
potash. This could be replaced by sixty 
pounds of sulphate of ammonia, 171 pounds 
cfsuperphosphate of lime, and seventy-six 
pounds of chioride of potassium,

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Mulching With Stones. 


2 Serrenpencus of the American Fruit 
Recorder, in referring to an article which has 
appeared in that paper on the apparent ad- 
vantage that stones afford in Mlding and im- 
parting moisture to the soil and their nse asa 
mulch, says it recalls te mind an experiment 
he tried several years ago in growing tomatoes.

wae an nt in. plant- ng more 
satisfactory in its results than that secured by 


the use of ‘‘stone as mulch. ”’ 


Depth ot Plowing. 


Different depths are required in different 
soils and for various purposes. For corn oy 
inverted sod, for example, shallow plowing, 
or not over five or six inches, succeeds best, 
asthe corn feeds near the surface on the 
deca) ing turf; yet if the land has been pre. 
viously or in preceding years subsoiled, the 
deep bed of mellow earth willsupp!y moisture 
tothe corn in time of severe drouths. The 
carrot crop, on the other hand, requires g 
deep soil, well enriched, and, nearlv all root 
crops are best with deep tillage. Wheat has 
been sometimes largely increased in product 
by plowing deep and brioging up a portion of 
the enriching subsoil. But ifthe -ubsoil is 
sterile, this advantage would‘not be guiaed, 
You wi | see by these examples that the treat. 
ment must accord with special requirements 
and circumstances; yet as a general rule deep 
cultivation is best, especially so when the en- 
riching process is masie tokeep pace with the 
greater de ptbhof working. Soils thus improved 
ure jess affected by tbe exiremes of wet and 
Grouth, and they furnish a better chance for 
the extenrion of the roots of the crop, 
During the growth of the plants, a clean, mei- 
low surface of shallow depth is all that is re- 
quired. | q 


A Convenient Article. 


One of the handiest things to have about the 
house, in case of sickness, is an India-rubber 
bag holding two quarts, to be filled with hot 
water. Heut is an essential in most diseases, 
but is not always convenient of application. 
Hot griddles, bricks, and other things are fre- 
quentiy broughtinto requisition; but they are 
either too hot or too cold. This rubber bag 
closes with a tight metal stopper, and may be 
applied to any part of the body. In cold 
weather it may be filled with hot water, and 
then be carried in the lap to keep the nands 
warm while riding. We would not be with- 
ou the article for five times its cost. It is 
perfectly sate, and cannot be broken or ex- 
ploded. 


To Preserve Hams. 


After smoking, pack tightly in sweet, finely- 
cut hay, in good, +t 0.g, two-bushel grain 
sucks. For ordiuury-sized hams, put two or 
tbree in asack, bei: g careful to pack the hay 
securely around e:cn one. Hang away ina 
darkist dry place.

BoILeED ROLL PUDDING.—Inthis pudding 
stewed aried apples, peaches, prunes, canned 
fruits, jams, jellies, marmalades, or ripe un- 
cooked currants, raspberries, strawberries, 
blackberries, or huckleburries may be used. 
If dried fruiis are u-ed they must be pre- 
pared as directed for dried applies, etc., but if 
ripe, uncooked fruits are used, they must be 
carefully picked, and, when spread upon the 
paste, must have sufficient sugar sprinkled 
upon them to make the.u palatable. lugredi- 
ents: Qne quart of sified flour; one-half 
pound'suet, fieed from fiber, ana chopped 
tine; one-bulf teaspoonful of salt; cold water: 
fruit. Putthe flourinto a deep dish, mix 
into it the suet and salt. Thenadd cold wa- 
ter gradually, enough to make rather a firm 
paste. Mixing should be done with the hands, 
and done quickly. Remove paste to a well- 
floured bread-board. J)redge the paste lib- 
erally with sifted flour, and roll it out into 
an oblong sheet about a half inch thick. 
Spread the paste thickly with the fruit to 
within an inen of the outer edge of the dough. 
Roll it up: close the free edges by pressure 
with the ftingersto prevent escape of juices, 
Envelop it in a cotton cloth well floured on 
the inside. Tie the ends firmly and tack the 
edge of the cloth. Boil from one anda half 
to two hours. Serve hot with sauce.—/ Manu- 
al for Army Cooks. é 


SouR BRATEN.—Take eight pounds of 
rump,not too lean; dry the meat with a cloth; 
mix a pint of vinegar with the same «quantity 
of water; put the beef ina deep eartuenware 
pan and pour the vinegar and water over it: 
lexve the meat in the mixture for two hours, 
turning it from time to time; take it out, and 
1ub the meat with two table spoonfuls of salt 
and a tablespoonful of pepper; cut in stripsa 
half pound of fat smoked bacon; take.a bak- 
ing pan, and cover the bottom withthe strips 
of bacon; cut in thin slices three large carrots, 
three onions, a bead of celery, one bay leaf, 
twe ve cloves, and grate a small piece of lemon 
or orange peel; put the beef in the pan 
on the strips; sprinkle the beef with the 
cut vi getables; add two large tablespoonsful 
of brown sugar; cover the beef with what re- 
mains of the bacon; pour on the vinegar and 
waier, and bake slowly for four hours. As it 
evaporates in baking, pour from time to time 
some warm water into the pan, not pouring it 
on the beef. May be eaten hot or coid. ‘Tce 
sauce may be strained or not. 


ENGLISH ARROW-ROOT BLANC MANGE.— 
Mix a teaspoonful of arrow-root with a little 
cold mulk, rub it smooth; boila pint of milk 
with ten sweet and four bitter almonds, hav- 
ing pounded them smooth first, and having 
blanched them; sweeten this milk to taste 
with pulverized sugar; strain carefully; then 
pour this milk gradually into the arrow-root, 
stirring all the time; boil for five minutes,and 
pour into a mold to cool.—[ D’A——t. 


CANARY PUDDING.—The weight of three 
eggs insugar and butter, weight of two egg:
